Ko  applications  were  received  for  certificates  of  disrepair  this  year,  there 
axe,  however,  many  such  certificates  still  in  force  where  the  owner  is  not^prepaxed 
to  do  the  necessaxy  repairs  for  the  small  increase  in  rent  obtainable. 

In  many  of  the  above  cases,  action  can  be  taken  under  the  Public  Health  Acts 
to  secure  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  but  there  are  other  cases  where  the  tenancy 
is  uncontrolled,  and  thus  the  tenants  feax  to  complain  to  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  because  of  the  danger  of  receiving  a Notice  to  i^uit  from  the  owner,  This 
can  be  a very  difficult  situation,  as  the  Public  Health  Inspector  is,  by  statute 
required  to  secure  the  abatement  of  nuisances  and  other  housing  defects. 

DRAINAGE  and  sewerage. 

The  raj  or  portion  of  the  built  up  areas  axe  served  by  sewers,  and  other 
schemes  axe  being  considered  in  order  to  enable  the  whole  area  to  be  sewered.  This 
is  a most  desirable  plan,  as  septic  tanks  and  their  effluents  are  often  the  cause 
of  complaint,  whilst  pail  closets  axe  unsatisfactory  from  all  points  of  view.

REFUSE  COLL  ACTION  ARP  DISPOSAL. 

Two  motor  vehicles  and  six  men  are  employed  on  this  work,  and  over  the  last 
twelve  months,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  carry  out  a weekly  collection  of  house 
refuse.  This  is  due  to  various  factors,  not  least  of  which  is  the  fact  that 
approximately  20}j  o±  the  houses  in  Buckley  do  not  have  a proper  dustbin. 

During  the  year,  a Sub-Committee  was  appointed  to  consider  this  subject,  and 
o;y  the  end  of  the  year,  a scheme  was  being  considered  whereby  a weekly  collection
